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Religious  Interest 
Continues  To  Grow 

The  micT-centuryTide  of  interest 
in  religion — sweeping  America  ever 
since  World  War  II — appears  to 
have  reached  new  flood  heights: 

More  Americans  than  ever  be¬ 
fore  in  history — better  than  six  out 
of  every  ten  persons — are  church 
members.  Americans  are  donating 
more  money  to  religious  enterprise 
es  than  ever  before.  Churches  are 
staffed  by  the  greatest  number  of 
rmnisters  in  -history  and  TtlfTP  ate' 
more  new  churches  than  ever— 
with  construction  figures  breaking 
all  records. 

See  article  on  page  one  in  last 
week's  issue  entitled  “Church 
Membership  at  New  Record.” 

The  new  grand  total  of  American 
church  members  in  all  faiths  is  97,- 
482,611 — up  2,639,766  from  a  year 
ago  for  a  record  breaking  60.3  per 
cent  of  the  population,  a  figure 
which  compares  with  49  per  cent  in 
1940  and  a  mere  16  per  cent  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago.  The  percentage  rise 
for  the  year  is  2.8  as  against  a 
population  rise  of  1.7. 

Church  membership  figures  by 
faiths  show  there  are  57,000,000 
Protestants;  32,000,000  Roman 
Catholics  and  5.5Q0.0Q0  members  af 
the  Jewish  faith. 

Sunday  Schools  are  overflowing 
with  a  new  total  of  37,623,530  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers — up  2,234,064 
over  last  year’s  previous  high  for 
a  phenomenal  6.3  per  cent  increase. 

The  year  also  chalked  up  a  close 
to  two  per  cent  rise  in  new  church 
congregations  for  a  total  of  300,056 
— an  increase  of  5.597  and  reached 
a  new  high — 213,167— in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  clergymen  in  active  charge 
of  local  churches.  Last  year  this 
figure  was  207,618.  (There  are 
doubtless  more  for  only  219  of  the 
268  religious  bodies  reporting  in  the 
survey  gave  figures  on  clergymen  ) 
To  accommodate  new  throngs  of 
.  worshippers  new  churches  are  also 
going  up  at  a  record  breaking  pace. 
The  1954  construction  figure  of 
$588,000,000  passing  the  half  billion 
mark  for  the  first  time,  is  up  25 
per  cent  over  the  previous  high 
year  of  1953. 

Americans  are  also  providing 
more  financial  support  for  their 
churches  than  ever  before — at  a 
rate  three  times  greater  than  mem¬ 
bership  increases.  In  Protestant  and 
Orthodox  churches  alone,  contribu¬ 
tions  totaled  $1,537,132,309  for  a  per 
capita  average  of  $45.36  over  the 
year,  a  rate  of  giv.ttg  increase  of 
8.5  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Other  religious  bodies  do  not 
makesto  wardship  figures  avail- 
able,  but  estimates  indicate  a  total 
for  all  faiths  exceeding  two  billion 
dollars  annually. 

The  relative  strength  of  Protest¬ 
ant  and  Roman  Catholic  churches 
have  remained  virtually  the  same 
since  thejoeg inning  of  the  century 
and  before.  Since  1940  the  Protest¬ 
ants  have  increased  bv  20,000,000 
while  the  Roman  Catholics  have  in¬ 
creased  by  1 1 ,000.000.- In  1954,  35.5 
per  cent  of.  the  population  were 
Protestant;  20  per  cent  were  Roman 
Catholic.  In  1940  the  percentages 
were  28.7  Protestant,  16.1  Roman 
Catholic. 

Of  the  57,000,000  Protestants  in 
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the  country,  the  survey  shows  the 
vast  majority — about  85  per  cent — 
are  on  the  rolls  of  nine  general 
denominational  families.  The  nine 
are:  Baptists,  Methodists,  Presby¬ 
terians,  Lutherans,  Episcopalians, 
Congregationalists,  Disciples  of 
Christ,  Churches  of  Christ  and 
Christ  Unitv  Science.

To  The  Five  Percenters 

In  last  week’s  issue  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  was  an  article  that  was 
quite  embarrassing  to  a  certain 
class  of  folks.  Since  the  memory  of 
"  'man  rurinelTT  not  to  The  coni  I  ary 
we  have  heard,  even  some  so-called 
Baptist  preachers,  various  people  at 
associations  and  other  gatherings 
shout  with  great  glee  and  what 
seemed  knowledge  that  most  of  our 
mission  money  was  used  for  ex¬ 
penses.  _  _ 

A  few  years  ago  at  one  of  our 
associations  a  man  who  was  the 
pastor  of  two  or  three  small  church¬ 
es  made  a  bitter  attack  on  our 
Cooperative  Program.  In  addition 
to  several  other  unsupported  state¬ 
ments  he  declared  that  only  five 
cent  of  our  mission  money  ever  got 
to  the  mission  fields. 

Last  week's  issue  of  the  Record 


carried  a  statement  from  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  that  should 
at  least  cause  these  carping  critics 
to  feel  small  indeed.  That  is  if  they 
have  any  regard  for  the  truth. 

This  report  showed  that  94.23  per 
cent  of  our  mission  money  went 
directly  to  the  mission  fields.  That 
leaves  slightly  more  than  five  per 
.  ten!  lor -allathex.  expenses.  In.  other 
words  these  critics  are  exactly  89  23 
per  cent  wrong.  If  they  miss  the 
mission  mark  by  89.23  per  cent  or 
if,  as  the  figures  show,  the  mission 
work  receives  19  times  as  much  as 
they  say,  perhaps  their  other  criti¬ 
cal  statements  may  also  be  just  as 
erroneous. 

“Our  Readers  Write”  column  is 
open  for  any  of  them  to  confess 
their  sin.  But  we  anticipate  no  rush 
in  that  direction. 

We  do  want  to  congratulate  our 
Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the 
superb  job  they  are  doing  with  our 
mission  money  and  with  our  mis-.

Lord's  Supper  Wine 

Question:  Has  a  Baptist 

church  the  right  to  change  the  . 
wine  of  the  communion  to 
grape  juice? 

This  came  up  in  our  deacon’s 
meeting,  recently  and  same  said 

that  it  made  no  difference 
whether  it  was  wine,  milk,  or 
water,  as  long  as  we  were  “de- 
sceming  Jesus  Christ.”  Others 
argued  that  alcohol  would 
awaken  the  taste  for  drink  in 
our  young  people. 

Answer:  There  Is  good  evid¬ 
ence  that  Jesus  and  his  disci¬ 
ples,  together,  drank  four  cups 
--of  -  red-  '-wme '  at  the'  Passover. 
Unlermented  grape  juice  was 
rare  in  these  days  because  they 
did  not  have  modem  antiseptic 
means  of  preservation. 

Wine  was  used  by  the  Jews 
on  festal  occasions,  when  enter¬ 
taining  guests,  celebrating  a 
circumcision  or  an  engagement 
or  a  wedding,  or  for  medicyie. 

Whether  to  use  wine,  unfer- 
i  mented  grape  juice,  or  a  thick 
boiled  wine,  mixed  with  water 
(as  the  ancient  Jews  did),  has 
been  a  source  of  controversy 
since  the  early  days  of  Chris- 
tianlly  Baptists  "Have  genei’afty” 
agreed  that  the  drink  should  be 
“the  fruit  of  the  vine"  and 
have  mot  bothered  about  wheth¬ 
er  or  not  it  is  fermented.  To 
argue  about  its  alcohol  content 
seems  to  most  people  to  be  be¬ 
side  the  point. 

If  fermented  grape  juica 
might  lead  some  to  use  alcoho¬ 
lic  beverage,  which  1  doubt, 
why  not  use  grape  juice  (un¬ 
fermented)?  This  is  not  a  mat¬ 
ter  worth  quarreling  about. 

Grape  juice  is  squeezed  from 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  as  Jesus’ 
life  was  taken  from,  him  It 
retains  the  symbolic  signifi¬ 
cance  that  was  involved  in  the 
Passover.  Is  this  not  enough?

Indio  Restricts 
New  Missionaries 

NEW  DELHI  — <R.NS>—  In¬ 
dia's  new  policy  restricting  for¬ 
eign  missionaries  is  set  forth 
in  the  latest  issue  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  yearbook  published 
here. 

The  yearbook  states  that  the 
issuance  of  visas  to  foreign 
missionaries  will  be  governed 
by  two  considerations: 

1.  No  new  missionaries  will 
be  permitted  to  enter  India, 
either  as  replacements  or  ad¬ 
ditional  members  of  missions, 
unless  Indian  missionaries  are 
not  avalaible  to  fill  the  posi¬ 
tions. 

2.  While  foreign  missionaries 
already  in  India  will  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  carry  on  their  present 
activity,  new  missionaries  will 
not  be  welcome  if  they  plan  to 
devote  themselves  entirely  to 
the  propagation  of  the  gospel. 
They  should,  in  addition,  have
